was fatal to 47 persons in Wiscon- 
sin during July, August and Sep- 
tember, 1930, exceeding by sis the 
combined number of fatalities for the 
same period during- the three preced- 
ing years, the state board of health 
announced today. 


Milwaukee county had nine deaths 


from heat in July. There were 37 
fatalities in July in 24 "Wisconsin 
counties. 
Although 
tho severe 


drought caused the closing of many 
wells throughout the state, typhoid 
deaths during the period totalled 
only nine, marking a decrease of 
four from the three-month total of 
1929. 


"The state's '47 deaths from heat 


prostration durinsr the quarter w3- 
ing Sept. 30, stand in strange con- 
trast -with the 1924 toll for the cor- 
responding period," the board said. 
"In 1924 there were only two deaths. 
In 1925, the late summer deaths from 
heat totaled four while in 1926 there 
were 13 victims. Twelve died In 1927- 
and 22 in 192S. Last year there were 
nine deaths."

years threw his 


support to the allied powers in the 
World war. 


Thrones were found for his sons 


Feisal and Abdullah who now rule 
Irak and 
Transjordania, 
but fate 


was not so kind" to Hussein himself. 
In 1924 Ibn Saud, the Wahasi chief- 
tain whose power had been rising 
rapidly, revolted and drove Hussein 
from his throne and mto^exile. 


Little was known 
of the Arab 


Chief Hussein 
until, largely influ- 


enced by the famous 
Lawrence of 


Arabia in 1917, • he led a revolt 
against Turkey and declared the in- 
dependence of his country with him- 
self as king. 


His forces, under his sons Feisal 


and Abdulah, did valuable service as 
auxiliaries of the 
British army 


which conquered Palestine and Sy- 
ria. 


After the "war Hussein 
became 


king of Hedjaz and later assumed 
the title of caliph 
-which brought 


the enmity of the famous Ibn Saud. 
Ibn m 1924 raised the banner of re- 
volt and marched, on Mecca in force 
inciting revolts on the way. 
Mean- 


while the government -with Huss- 
ein's family had been 
removed to 


Jeddah, the port of Mecca on the 
Red sea where he appealed to both 
the British 
government 
and the 


league of nations to be saved. 


In October, 1924, Bang Hussein re- 


signed from both the Hedjaz king- 
dom and 
the Moslem 
caliphate 


throne. He said A was bis chief de- 
sire to protect the 
holiest of holy 


Moslem cities, Mecca, from being a 
center of strife. 


Since then Hussein has been in 


exile and lately was living on the Is- 
land of Cyprus.

SAVINGS ACCOUNTS 


The bank reports for the period 


from July 1st to' September 24th, be- 
tween the two government calls, show 
generally an increase in savings de- 
posits, which may be construed by 
some as a strong indication that all is 
well as regards employment and. yet 
it is a matter of quite common under- 
standing that people save more when 
faced by a threatened depression than 
they do during the happiest moments 
of so-called prosperity. When wages 
are high and the calls for labor insis- 
tent the income is too often spent upon 
the theory that the same conditions 
will last indefinitely. This same weak- 
rtess is evident in business because 
when profits are good business is oft- 
en expanded with intemperate zeal 
and when depression comes the hard- 
ship is all the greater. 


But the growth of savings accounts, 


however it may be construed, remains 
a* healthful indication. Through con- 
stant news publicity as well as the 
sound help given to the people by 
bank advertisements many have been 
led, even vvliea times are prosperous, 
into the safer channel where they con- 
sider well their income, theft- present 
needs, their investments for the future 
and all those desirable safeguards that 
people should throw around them- 
selves against a possible depression, 
the "rainy day" that is bound to come 
to everyone sometime. The budget 
system in'the home is just as valuable 
and as necessary as it has turned out 
to be in business and government.. Ev- 
ery budget system should make a pro- 
vision for a savings account for sav- 
ings are an imperative necessity to ev- 
ery person no matter what his income. 
Sound investments will keep a whole 
pack of wolves from the door. Specu- 
lation or the taking on of obligations 
beyond one's ability to carry, almost 


always mean loss to someone and too 
often poverty to many. 


The condition of savings accounts 


hereabouts, and particularly afte^ the 
summer months that are generally 
none too good either in business or la- 
bor circles, means that labor has gen- 
erally been well employed and that 
prevailing conditions seem sound. 


NO REASON FOR PANIC 


Business reports for the first nine 


months of the year, with a few excep- 
tions, are generally encouraging and 
indicate a determined front against the 
inroads of depression although they 
have been adversely affected by the 
turmoil existing in so many areas 
abroad upon which American industry 
depends to some extent for the steadi- 
ness of its output and the continuity of 
employment. 


In business difficulties people are 


too prone to forget the past and over- 
look the fact that only by a compari- 
son of the past and the present can we 
arrive at a true appraisal of the im- 
provement, if any, that has been made 
in our general business or economic 
structure through the generations. For 
some reason or other depressions have 
been going on at irregular intervals as 
long back as we have recorded history. 
In 1873, to go back no further, the 
business depression in the United 
States approached the size of a calam- 
ity. This condition was repeated in 
1893 with intensified effect. As soon as 
it set in banks began to fail and con- 
tinued to do so on every hand. Money 
became scarce. 
Real estate values 


tumbled and with them rentals were 
sharply reduced. Wages were severely 
cut. Business came to a standstill. 
Confidence, that elemental necessity in 
all human endeavor, seemed to evapo- 
rate entirely. As a result for a period 
of two to three years desolation gath- 
ered over the land, smokeless chim- 
neys marked the sky. 


Today after a year of so-called de- 


pression we find a wholly 
different 


picture. Banks which constitute the 
.shock troops have stood the test be- 
cause for the most part they have 
builded more carefully than in other 
days and they are always fortified 
by the Federal Reserve system which 
earned its reputation as a great nation- 
al stabilizer in dealing with the un- 
natural conditions. created by the 
World war. Smokeless chimneys are 
few because business has been con- 
structed in the last 40 years carefully 
and upon solid ground. With rare ex- 
ceptions wages have held their former 
high ground and for this much credit 
must be given to the far-sighted vision 
of leaders of industry. Only last week 
the head of the General Motors corpo- 
ration stated, "It is important for in- 
dustry to appreciate the fact that the 
country's prosperity is founded on a 
high wage scale." We might add that 
it is important too for the country to 
appreciate that the "lugubrious blues" 
are not at the head of our industries" 
and that instead of supinely submit- 
ting to unfavorable conditions these 
industrial leaders have resolutely bent 
to the task of improving them. 


It is wrong to call it natural for 


people in every \valk of life to lose 
confidence at the appearance of dis- 
turbing factors and, with hanging lip 
and dour countenance, regard the fu- 
ture with trembling and foreboding. 
That is the attitude that makes a 
mountain out of a mole hill. 


The panics of 1873 and "1893 are not 


to be repeated. The factors that pre- 
vent their repetition are, principally, 
sound financial and industrial institu- 
tions, a widespread appreciation of the 
fact that cutting wages only makes the 
situation worse, an appreciation too 
of the fact that confidence is more nec- 
essary in trying times than in happy 
ones for the sun will shine again be- 
cause it always does. 
While these 


panics of the past have produced many 
theories and interminable discussion 
concerning their causes which may be 
radically different in different genera- 
tions, the conviction is general that if 
their causes cannot be wholly eliminat- 
ed, their usually disastrous conse- 
quences can be prevented, as they cer- 
tainly are being prevented, in the man- 
ner indicated.

ASA GRAYS BIRTH 


On Nov. 18, 1810, Asa Gray, the foremost bot- 


anist of America during his period, was born at 
Paris, N. Y. 


After graduating in medicine at Fairfield col- 


ege, Gray became curator of the New York Ly- 
;eum of Natural History. * This began his career 
as a profesional botanist. In 1838 he received 
his first definite position as botanist when he was 
appointed professor of natural history at Univer- 
ity of Michigan. 


Following a leave of absence, during which he 


made an intensive study of America flora, Gray 
was appointed natural history professor at Har- 
vard, where he afterward made his grea,t reputa- 
;fon, and helped that institution become the Am- 
erican center of botanical instruction. In 184S 


e issued his famous Manual. 
Said to rank among the leading botanists not 


only of Ameripa but of the age, Gray was elect- 
ed to the American Hall of Fame in 1900, only 
12 years after his death.

And 
I was—well, you don't come to the 
end of an association of 15 years 
with the greatest sporting competi- 
tor, and the greatest boy, you've 
ever known, without something that 
hurts you a lot. 


"SEVEN FAT YEARS" 


It was the thing to do, eminently. 


As Bobby said, whatever he might 
do, continuing in competition, must 
be in the nature of an an anti-cli- 
max. He had finished off the "seven 
fat years" of his career with thir- 
teen major championships. In the 
closing year, 1930, he had accom- 
plished the impossible—the 
grand 


slam of golf—by winning all four 
major titles; he had flung an incom- 
parably brilliant escalade into the 
impregnable 
quadilateral 
of golf, 


where his record stands safely en- 
trenched forever. For no one ever 
will do it again. In the casual words 
of an old vaudeville star, "That's all 
there is—there isn't any more." 


But in the long memories that re- 


main as the glamor fades, there al- 
ways will be recollections of the 
seven lean years; the long pull 
against fate and fortune and the 
best golfers in the world,-when the 
greatest golfer of them all played 
in eleven major championships, and 
never broke through for a single 
victory. 


In some ways, those are the dear- 


est of the "green memories." Those 
were the days before we traveled in 
drawing rooms and private cars; 
when we were lucky to get lowers 
and didn't mind if we had uppers; 
when, in 1921, on the road to the 
amateur championship at St. Louis, 
two years 
before Bobby 
broke 


through, I sat one night in his lower 
berth while mine was being made 
down, and he said to me: 


"I wonder if I'll ever win a cham- 


pionship?" 
' And I said to Bobby: 


AND BOBBY LAUGHED 


"Son, you're the greatest golfer in 


the world, and when you get that 
conviction into your skull, you'll 
win. 
not one, but a lot of them." 


And Bobby only laughed. 
But Bobby eventually developed 


an ambition, which we now can talk 
about freely 
and with no special 


show of modesty. 


After he had won the national 


open at Inwood >in 1923, and fol- 
lowed with the national amateur in 
1924 
and 1925, he said to me one 


night: 
| 


"There is one thing I'd like to do, 


in golf. 
I'd like to be national 


champion of the United States six 
years in succession, either amateur 
or open. Then I'd be ready to hang 
up the old clubs, and, let them all 
take a shot at that. But of course 
it can't be done." 


And we both laughed, that time. 


Of course ic couldn't be done. 


And now—well, now he has been 


national champion 
of the 
United 


States eight years in succession— 
open champion, 1923; amateur cham- 
pion, 1924 and 3925; open champion, 
1926; 
amateur champion, 1927 and 


192S; 
open champion, 19^0; and both 


open and amateur champion, 1930. 
Added to which, he has been open 


champion of Great Britain, 1926, 


1927 
and 1930. 


Thirteen major championships, in 


the hardest and grimmest and most 
uncertain 
of all 
major 
sports, 


achieved in a span of eight years, 
at the age of 28. 


It is the time to stop. It is a good 


end to the long trail. 


NO MORE RECORDS 


There are -no more records to 


shoot for. Bobby is the fust golfer 
to win five United States amateur 
championships. He has equalled the 
British and the United States record 
of winning both the amateur and the 
open in the same year. He is the 
only competitor who ever won both 
the British and the United States 
open championships in the same sea- 
son, and he has done that twice. 
And no other golfer, amateur or pro- 
fessional, has won thirteen major 
titles in a career of any duration— 
and Bobby's career which has been 
just half his life, is of fourteen 
years. 


I have been with Bobby in his 


hours of blackest depression, as af- 
ter "Willie Hunter beat him in the 
third round of the national amateur 
at St. Louis, and 'when Sweetser 
beat him the following year, at 
Brookline. I was with him when 
he failed by a single stroke to catch 
Sarazen in the national open of 1922 
at Skokie, and when he lost by a 
single stroke to Farrell at Olympia, 
in the greatest play-off on record, 
where each finished with two holes 
in birdies.

System is Simple. Farmers 


Told by Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Soils 


To assist farmers with the rigid 


economy which the 
drought has 


made necessary in many sections, 
the Bureau of Chemistry, and Soil: 
of the 
TJ. S. Department of Ag- 


riculture has just published Leaflet 
70-L, giving advice on the 
home 


mixing of fertilizers. 


If only a small quantity of fer- 


tilizer is to be used, the department 
advises against home mixing. 


The mixing of fertilizer materials 


for use on the farm is so simple 
that any tight floor or wagon box 
and tools at hand will serve, says 
Dr. C. C. Fletcher associate chemist 
of the division of soil fertility of 
the bureau, author of the leaflet. He 
warns, however, that home mixing 
has its disadvantages, as certain in- 
gredients when mixed together will 
cake badly or lose plant-food- by 
chemical reaction. To 
guide the 


farmer in avoiding such mistakes, 
a chart in the leaflet shows which 
materials should never 
be mixed, 


which mixtures must be 
applied 


quickly to the land, and which ones 
are safe to store. 
The leaflet should 


also serve as a practical handbook 
for the farmer who wishes to know 
just "what percentage 
of nitrogen, 


phosphoric acid, or potash the prin- 
cipal fertilizer materials contain. It 
tells how to make home mixtures to 
meet the needs of various crops. 


By home mixing, says the leaflet, 


the farmer can know exactly what 
kind of plant-food is in his mixture, 
can apply slowly available or quickly 
available fertilizer ingredients as re- 
quired and can often 
employ his 


labor in fertilizer mixing at a time 
when other work on the farm, is 
slack. 


Only those who are willing- to 


study the subject 
should attempt 


horn© mixing, says the leaflet. "Us- 
ually home mixing- will 
show a

Highway Commission Warns 


Motorists to Use Proper 
Discretion 


Madison — "That driving faster 


than the condition of the road •will 
permit is the reason for many fatal 
automobile accidents," was stated 
by the State High-way Commission 
in a bulletin issued today. 


"Though roads are constantly be- 


ing improved, they cannot all be 
brought to the latest degree of per- 
•fertioT" at once, continued the state- 
ment. Drivers must operate reason- 
ably for road conditions as they are. 


"One of the most frequently re- 


ported causes of accidents is 'operat- 
ing too fast for conditions." 
This 


is an elastic term but it does state 
the cause of many accidents with 
exact accuracy. 
"Modern automobile traffic 
op- 


erates at speeds which make even 
express trains seem snail-like and 
does this over roads whose surfaces, 
grades and alignment are by far 
from perfect. Average sustained 
speeds of from fifty to sixty miles 
per hour for several consecutive 
hours are by no means unusual. 
That some accidents occur is not 
surprising. If they did not occur, 
it would be miraculous. 


"Highway engineers are constant- 


ly striving to build safety into the 
highways. 
Every year the stand- 


ards of construction are improved. 
The grades are lighter, the curves 
easier, the surfaces better, and the 
guide and warning signs are brought 
to a higher degree of perfection. In 
the last analysis, however, safety is 
a personal matter, depending upon 
the driver more than on all other 
factors combined. Alertness at the 
wheel, a never-ending vigilance, is 
the first requirement. Always have 
your car under control. Never let 
your speed get beyond the point 
where you can stop within the the 
visible safe 
distance. 
Something 


unexpected may happen, not serious 
if you are doing forty but which 
would be fatal at sixty. Remember 
that while the newer pavements are

market was falling, the December 
future was 
being pegged with 


strange precision at 73 cents. Mil- 
lions of bushels changed hands at 
that figure. Offerings in hug-e quanti- 
ties would come out on the market 
and then1 disappear completely in 
a seemingly insatiable maw of de- 
mand, always at 73 cents. Somebody, 
obviously, was standing like a rock 
at that figure, anfl the trade recog- 
nized government participation, but 
could not fathom the purpose.'

converted into a cutting 
surgical 


:nstrument sharper than any knife 
by shooting a peculiar- electric cur- 
rent through it. 


The current is in effect "tele- 


graphed radio"—a current of about 
one million volts such as used for 
radio wave's, broken into dots much 
as telegraph signals are sent. 


Its use in the needle was develop- 


ed by the Westinghouse X-Ray com- 
pany. 
At the million-volt speed the cur- 


rent, becaiise its volume is extremely 
tiny, passe; through the body with- 
out being felt. It has no effect ex- 
cept where the needle makes ..con- 
tact. 


At the contact -surface the "cut- 


ting edge" actually is a series of 
atomic explosions, which literally 
blast single cells to bits. 


The cells break apart like popcorn, 


and it makes a clean incision. Fur- 
thermore, the' damage is confined 
to cells in immediate contact with 
the needle. Ths incision differs from 
a knife cut because the blasting ac- 


tion sears over the adjoining cells— 
cauterizing, sterilizing and prevent- 
ing bleeding. 


Control over the amount of this 


searing effect was obtained by in- 
troducing the telegraphed radio- prin- 
ciple. A Tiigh 
frequency 
current 


shoots through ,the needle and dies 
down, to be followed by another. 


These waves can be crowded close 


together or spaced wider apart, and 
the strength and searing effect of 
the current goes up or down, accord- 
ing as the waves are close together 
or not. 


By regulating the current, 
the 


makers say, the needle can be used 
either to make deep incisions of a 
major operation or to do the delicate 
dissecting required for removing a 
growth from the face or even from 
the eye. 


The needle is purely an instrument 


for use by skilled surgeons.

shape of the needle is immaterial 
and any sort of curve or a loop, of 
wire can be made to cut, equally 
well.
